Tyrants apologize by 


claiming policy and precedent. 
We wish to 
leave neither as un Inheritance to our children. 
We believe this Cnion of States can only Im 
preserved by cultivating brotherly love and 
mutual for'iearamv. 
lf we do not forgive we 
cannot be loved. Brides, a preference f>rone 
class over another breeds civil turmoil and 
war. 
Then-fore we declare for impartial auf- 
fraga and universal amnesty. 
Neither lias 
I xvii practiced by General Grant or Ins ad­ 
visers. 


Instead of protecting the |x> >ple of all the 
states he has lent tile army to force on our 
sister states mercenary demagogues, who have 
plundered them out of sums which have never 
Ix-fore been equaled, ndur'ing many of the 
states to tho verge of bankruptcy and financial 
ruin, while their only supporters were a mig- 
h*d class.

C IT Y O H D IN A N C K 
Aa Ordinance concerning the power* and duties of 
certain Officers. 
Passed June 19,1872. 


The Common Council of the City of Kingston do 
ordain ss follows: 
Suction I. Every person violating, or refusing or 
neglecting to obey any lawful command or direction 
ol tho mayor, or acting mayor, superintendent of 
streets, sowers end city property, or of any fire-war­ 
den or alderman, given by hi'n in pursuance of any 
power or duty conferred or imposed upon him by 
tho city charter or any other statute of this State, or 
by any ordiance of this city, shall thereby for each 
violation, refusal or neglect, incur a penalty of not 
less than live nor more than twenty-hvo dollars in 
the discretion within those limits of the court be­ 
fore which the prosecution for such penalty atlatl be 
had. 
4 2. The mayor is hereby authorised to direct by 
writing to be signed by him any prosecution to be 
commenced and prosecuted to judgm ent against 
any person in tho name of the city, for any violation 
of any ordinance of the common council, or any reso­ 
lution having the effect of an ordinance, or for the 
recovery of any penalty or forfeiture, cost and ex­ 
penses prescribed or imposed by such ordinance or

tants or bystanders to aid the firemen in working 
their engines, hook*, led ler* or hose, and to aid in 
removing and prot* cling property at such fires to 
prevent the bose from being trod upon or injured, 
and te keep all idle persons at a proper distance irom 
the fire and the vicinity thereof.

old book was procured, and a brisk trade be­ 
gan. 
The goods went off rapidly. 
Before it 
was time to close the store that night the 
stock was exhausted. 
The next morning the 
store was opened; but tin* firm had only lem­ 
onade to sell. 
It w as decided to at once col­ 
lect the debts so as to replenish the stock. 
Tile bills were made out ami presented. 
One 
blit alone amounted to seventy-six cents. The 
bills were presented, tint they were not paid; 
the gentlemen who were polpoly dunned said 
there was no way to pay until the Fourth.— 
But even then they did not pay; they used the 
money for oilier purpose* than to pay their 
debts. 
Things looked dark indeed. 
The firm 
is bustl'd. 
Tin* store Is closed. 
The owners 
had little or no money to spend iii celebrating 
the great liberty-day. All this shows the dan­ 
ger of the credit system. 
It proves that sys­ 
tem to be a deceit ami a snare.
